“t is reliably learned that Tuan 
Chi-jui, the Chief Executive, has 
completed the drafting of a tele- 
gram announcing his retirement, 
but the contents of the message 
have not been disclosed. 

It is thought likely that the. ‘tele 
gram will be issued tomorrow —

it was. towards the close\of_ 1924 
that -he succeeded Tso Kun in the 
office. He has for very many years 
been one of the most outatanding

Club events in 1922, he has fora 
period of 20 years figured. in the 
leading political events of the 
country. He is a graduate of the 
Paiyang Military «School, Anhui, 
and becamé Yuan Shih-kai’s chief 
military adviser whilst Viceroy of 
Chihli.. He served as a Brigade-. 
General in Fukien in 1906, and in 
the following year he was Depity 
Lieutenant-General of the, Chinese 
In 1909 
he commanded the Sixth Division, 
and was Commander-in-Chief at 
Kiangpeh in 1910. He was in very 


reorganisation on modern lines of 
the Northern Amy and after Yuan 
Shih-kai. had accepted the Premier 
ship in ‘November, 1911, he became 
Viceroy of the Hukuanz Provinces. 
Later General Tuan took command 
of the First Army. Hé was one of 
the most prominent of the military 
commanders who signed the, mem- 
oriul to the Throne urging the 


Emperor to abdicate, and,.on the 
formation of the First Republic’ ht 
was, made the Minister of War.
